WHEREAS it has been represented to this general Preamwe. 
assembly, that doubts have arisen how far the present 
trustees for managing* certain lands, granted for religi- 
ous purposes, in the county of Washington, are author- 
ized to carry the law passed the first of February, one 
thousand eight hundred and five, into effect. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of the Tniatees.

ing certain lands in the county of Washington, granted 
for religious purposes, be and they are hereby authorized 
and empowered to receive from the trustees appointed 
under the authority of an act, entitled "An act, authoriz- 
ingthe leasingof lands granted for the support of schools 
and for religious purposes, in the county of Washing- 
ton," passed the twenty-seventh day of November, in 
the year of our lord, one thousand eight hundred, all 
the books, records, leases and other papers in their pos- 
session, relative to the said ministerial land, and to de- 
mand of them a settlement, of all their accounts, to re- 
ceive all the money in their possession or in the hands of 
their treasurer, and also to collect all tne money which 
may be due from individuals for rent under the law afore- 
said, in the same manner as though it was due under the 
existing law, and approriate the same agreeably to the 
true intent and meaning of the said former law, and to 
receive the money reserved by said law,and appropriate 
the same towards building a house or houses for public 
worship in Marietta, in such manner as they may think 
most proper.

In obedience to the laws, the auditor of accounts for 
the state, asks leave to report a statement of the rev- 
enue for the year 1085. 

It will appear by schedule marked A, that the lands 
entered by the clerks, as is returned to this office from 
the different counties, except the county of Trumbull, 
no return being made by the clerk, but taken from the 
duplicate of 1804, for that county, 5,575,236 1-2 acres 
of different rates, which produces $31,334.08. 

The lands entered by the auditor in the military dis- 
trict, called the Virginia army lands, amounts to one 
milUon six hundred seventy-seven thousand six hun- 
dred and twenty acres of different rates, which produces 
twelve thousand one hundred and seventy-eight dollars, 
eighty-seven cents, four mills, which will appear by 
schedule, marked B; making the aggregate amount of 
tax forty-three thousand five hundred and twelve dol- 
lars, ninety-five cents, four mills. 

The amount of appropriations and contingent fund 
granted at the last session of the legislature, for the 
present year, amounts to twenty-four thousand six hun- 
dred and sixty dollars, twenty- four cents, three mills. 

There has been paid on said appropriations and con- 
tingent fund, the sum of twenty-one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-four dollars, fifty-nine cents, which 
will appear by schedule marked C C. 

The amount of balances due to the state by delin- 
quent collectors and sheriffs for the years 1802, 1803 
and 1804, with the states and p rogress made in the pros- 
ecutions, so far as have come to the knowledge of the 
auditor in different counties, is exhibited in schedule 
marked D — the amount of said balance is $13,152,34 5.
